The King gives You ſuch Convincing Reaſons for New Supplyes, for 
Maintaining the Troops, that little needs be added to Inforce fo viſible a Ne- 
ceffity, moſt of His Allayes are Involved in the preſent Commotions, and 
His and Our Enemies ready to lay hold on every Opportunity : And there- 
fore His Majeſty is Confident, that You will Cheartully continue that dutiful 
Regard You have everſhowen to His Service and Your Own Safety. 

His Majeſty is very ſenſible of the Misfortunes and Diſappointments that 
has happened to Us,in the matter of Trade 3 and therefore has Inftruced Me, 
to Concur in any thing that may Promote and Encourage Trade in this 
Nation : And Ido bo particularly know His Majeſties good Mind, in this 
Matter, that I can give You Afſurance of Obtaining any thing that ſball be 
reaſonably Propoſed. | 

You have likewiſe now the Opportunity of Making what New Laws may 
be judged needful, for the better Securing and Settling your Civil Rights, as 
alſo for the Encouraging of Induſtry and Mar ufaQturies. Relieving the Poor, 
_ and Supplying what elſe may be 'onnd Wanting : So that His Majeſty ha- 
ving done ſo much on his Part, it is rot to be Doubted, but that You will 

do all that's proper on Yours, to bring this Seſſion to a happy Concluſion.
